The government is confronted by 
a rapidly increasing treasury defi- 
cit while the administration and 
its followers 
are 
seekng 
some 
means of bringing about econom- 
ies. 


As the national debt turns up- 
ward to $16,863,781,233, an increase 
of approximately a billion dollars 
in the past year, President Hoover 
is considering whether a tax in- 
crease or another bond issue would 
be the proper solution of the prob- 
lem. 
Efforts to curtail outlays in this 
new fiscal year apparently 
have 
met with but a modicum of suc- 
cess. Since July 1, the deficit in 
the treasury has . grown to $395,- 
365,000, with the receipts amount- 
ing to but $230,399,151 against out- 
lays totaling $626,664,751. The defi- 
cit is $144,000,000 larger than that 
for the same two months last 
year. 
The prediction that government 
expenditures for the 'next fiscal 
year would be cut drastically was 
made by Chairman Wood of the 
house 
appropriations 
committee. 


His group originates all the ap- 
propriation bills providing funds 
for 
government operation. 


The Indiana representative said 
slashes would be made in expend- 
itures for the army and navy and 
expressed the 
hope 
the 
farm 
board would not ask for addi- 
tional funds, 
it 
already having 
been awarded $500,000,000. 


Wood declared that should the 
navy be built up to the London 
naval treaty limits it would have 
nothing to do. For some time, the

er's unemployment relief organiza- 
tion, to find means of increasing 
employment. 
Wheeler was appointed yester- 
day by Walter S. Gifford, national 
relief 'director, as chairman of the 
committee on employment plans 
and suggestions. 
The relief organization also an- 
nounced today through Fred 
C. 
Croxton, assistant director, a na- 
tion-wide back-to-school movement 
to be parried on by the churches. 
Croxton said Protestant, Catholic 
and Jewish churches had pledged 
their co-operatfon. 
The chamber committee was ex- 
pected 
to devote two days to 
drafting a report which officials 
of the organization hoped would 
make recommendations not only 
for dealing with the relief prob- 
lem 
but for stabilizing employ- 


ment In the future. 
A mass of information has been 
gathered by the committee on the 
relief situation and on various

plans for

FAVOR COTTON REGULATION, 
INDICATED BY QUESTIONNAIRE 


According to replies to a ques- 
The replies of the correspond- 


tionnaire sent by the Daily Sun 
to more than 40 correspondents in 
all sections of the county, the 
farmers, by about a four to one 
majority, are opposed to the Long 
plan for complete prohibition of 
cotton planting, but favor a re- 
duction in acreage of 50 per cent. 
Some 
favor 
various reductions, 
ranging from one-third to one-half 
but practically all of them agree 
that something must be done. Sen- 
timent in favor of legislation reg- 
ulating cotton

NEW YORK, Sept. 3.—MP)—Sec- 
retary of State Henry L. Stimson 
returned form aboard today with 
an optimlsitc prediction that a 
lasting structure 
of peace 
and 


economic prosperity will be built 
on the foundation laid by Presi- 
dent Hoover's 
debt 
moratorium 
and the recent seven-power con- 
ference in London. 


During his two months' stay 
in Europe, the secretary of state 
attended the London conference 
and held "informal conversations" 
with the prime ministers of Eng- 
land, France, Germany, and Italy. 


Asked by newspaper men for 


his views about the general fi- 
nancial situation throughout the 
world, Stimson replied: 


"I think there is now good rea- 
son to .believe to European states- 
men, 
taking advantage -of the re- 
spite 
granted 
by Mr. Hoover's 
moratorium as well as the recom- 
mendations of the London confer- 
ence, are beginning gradually to 
lay the foundations of political 
good will, upon which a lasting 
structure of peace and economic 
prosperity can finally be rested."

months, Secretary of State Simson 
continued: 


"The month which has elapsed 


since the close of the seven pow- 
er conference in London has giv-

With a decrease in acreage es- 
timated from ten to twelve and 
one-half 
per cent, present 
crop 


conditions point to an increase in 
production of approximately 12,500 
bales over last year when about 
70,000 bales were produced in this 
county. This places the estimated 
production at 82,500 bales in Na- 
varro county from the 1931 cotton 
crop. ' The estimate is based on 
normal weather conditions during 
the remainder 
of 
the 
season. 
These figures were arrived at af- 
ter a careful survey of present 
cotton conditions In the county. 


The average cotton crop In this 


county for the past eleven years 
has been 79,422. 
The 
highest 


yield in that period was in 1920 
when 99,058 bales were produced 
and the lowest yield was In 1921 
with a production of 50,898 bales. 
In 1922 there were 72,976 bales 
raised, in 1923 the production was 
90,096, in 1924, 84,003 in 1925, 75,- 
059; 
In 1926, 78,088; in 1927, 73,- 


850; 
in 1928, 84,947,* in 1929, "5,428 


and Jn 1930, 69,245. It will be seen 
from these figures that the esti- 
mated production this year is just 
above the 
average 
crop. 


Cotton Is two to three weeks 
late this year due to the late 
spring 
rains? 
However, 
cotton 


grew well from the start, the sea- 
son ielng so well advanced. There 
were no excessively heavy rains 
during the summer but ^showers 
in most of the county during July 
kept it growing steadily. / July

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>UMPING BARGE CONSTRUCTED 
AT ARCADY FARM TO BE USED 
IRRIGATE FARM NEAR KERENS 


There was no reasonable objec-] 


tion In the mind of F. N. Drane 
to a pumping barge doubling as 
a comfortable houseboat when not 
put to practical use, so when Mr. 
Drane began the construction of 
a pumping plant to be used in 
irrigating certain sections of the 
Drane-Gibson plantation near Ker- 
ens, he enlarged his plans and se- 
cured rather surprising results— 
a combination craft with a gross 
weight of some 19,000 pounds that 
Is the envy of his friends and 
brought a wistful look to many 
a sportsman's eye. 
1 ' This unique craft was started 


on its career 
Tuesday 
morning 
when 
it slid 
down 
temporary 


skids on the banks of an old 
creek 
channel 
about 13 miles 
south of Kerens, and took to the 
water 
for the 
first time. The 
barre was completed last week, 
and transported on a special trail- 
er behind a large truck from Ar- 
cady farm to the point where it 
took to the water. From now on 
it will operate 
power, 


under 
its own 


Idea Developed 


What promised at the 
begin- 


ning to be a mere pumping barge 
developed into a combination util- 
itarian and pleasure craft as the 
idea developed 
in the planner- 


builder's brain and as each new 
idea advanced 
and took definite 


form 
leaving a place for other 


additions. 
Mr. Drane first conceived of a 
sturdy craft with a heavy cypress 
bottom to be used in utilizing the 
waters of the old channel of a 
creek near the confluence of Rich- 
land 
and 
Chambers creeks 
as 
they passed through the Drane- 
Gibson plantation some 13 miles 
south of Kerens. The old channel 
has been dammed up, making a 
lake some four or five miles long 
and with sufficient water to ir- 
rigate about 100 acres. 
Work was started on the craft 


more than a year ago, but then 
efforts were stopped until a few 
months ago. Since that time it 
has moved steadily to completion 
until it now stands a craft capa- 
ble of pumping some million and 
a half gallons 
of water in 24 
hours, supplying its own motive 
and pumping power, and with a 
speed of some four or five miles 
per hour; and at the same time a 
complete 
houseboat with almost 


every comfort of home. 
The craft is about 10 feet wide, 


22 feet 
long, and 
an over-all 
height of about 12 feet, and ful- 
ly loaded has a draft of about 
18 inches with its 19,000 pounds 
of weight. The bottom is made 
of cypress, well oaked and pitched, 
while the remainder of the struc- 
ture is pine. 
. 
Well Equipped Houseboat 
It has the appearance primarily 


of a well equipped houseboat, and 
little evidence 
of its 
utilitarian 


purposes are visible. Its cabin Is 
gleaming white, all the doors and 
windows are 
screened, 
and 
the 


cabin roof is surrounded with a 
sturdy railing and gives a prome- 
nade effect. 
On entering the bow of the 


cabin, on the right is located a 
shower bath, 
while on the left 
is a lavatory, with a built in 
first aid cabinet filled with emer- 
gency needs. 
These are to be 


found 
in a 
tiny 
alcove 
effect. 
Then the main cabin comes into 
view with its Ford motor and

centrifugal pump gleaming, along 
side the pumping well, and tne

passing up through the cabin roof. 
Modern Conveniences 


In the right hand 
corner as 


one enters the 
cabin 
is found 
the galley with countless 
alumi- 


num pots and pans in their re- 
soect'.ve places. In the left hand 
corner is a marble topped table 
and a gasoline stove. Under the 
floor, Invisible inside the hull, are 
tanks to hold 100 gallons of gas- 
oline, 
a 
similar 
quantity of 


drinking 
water, and tanks that 


will supply water for other pur- 
poses on board the boat. The lav- 
atory and shower bath are equip- 
ped with hot and cold .water, and 
the cabin is electrically lighted. 


The walls of the cabin are lined 


with built-in cabinets 
and cup- 
boards, 
each with 
its separate 


lock, for the clothing and per- 
sonal effect of the owners. One 
side of the cabin is reserved for 
members 
of 
the 
Drane 
family 


while the other is for the use 
of Guy M. Gibson and has fam- 
ily. From the ceiling of the cabin 
are hung four folding iron beds, 
up out of the way in the day 
time and locked to prevent mo- 
lesters from damaging them, but 
easily accessible at night. Several 
of 
the 
wall cabinets 
are inlaid 


with long mirrors. 
The cabin roof is reached by a 
small ladder on the stern end, 
and affords a delightful place for 
rest late in the evening or early 
morning, as well as an observation 
platform 
for

the water. Even the guard rails 
are made to be useful as they 
are close at one end, with a cap 
connection on the other so that 
the long sections of pipe can be 
used 
as containers 
for fishing 


poles. 


only three or four weeks to com-

While it Is essentially a pump- 


ing barge, 
Mr. Drane 
declared 
that it was also supposed to take 
the role of a pleasure craft. He 
intimated that it would be pas- 
sible for the craft to be taken 
to the Trinity and then on down 
to the Gulf of Mexico along the 
mea-dering course 
of that his- 
toric stream, and also indicated 
that such a trip was not entirely 
foreign to his nlans. 


Declaring that nothing was ever 


thrown away on his farm, Mr. 
Drane said that many of the fin- 
ishing touches to the boat were 
added to utilize articles that had 
been discarded about the place, as 
well as to add to the comfort and 
convenience of the barge.

TO REDUCE COTTON 


Considerable 
opposition 
was 


voiced against the Huey 
Long 
plan for "no cotton in 1932" at a 
mass meeting of Navarro county 


•^farmers and business men held in 
Pine county court room at the 


courthouse 
Tuesday night at 8 


o'clock under the auspices of the 
Texas Cotton Cooperative associa- 
tion, but it was also practically 
unanimously agreed that Governor 
Sterling should call the 
legisla- 
ture into special session lor the 
enactment of laws relative to cot- 
ton acreage reduction. The vot« 
was 125 to 52 against the Long 
plan for a cotton production holi- 
day in 1932, but is was almost 
unanimously voted for a reduction 
of 
present 
acreage. 
About 175 


voted for a 50 per cent cotton 
reduction program while about 75 
per cent of those present favor- 
ed a percentage basis of the till- 
able lands. 


A. A. Allison, one of the lead- 
ers of the Long plan in this sec- 
tion, stated he was for the Long 
plan, but he would go with thost; 
who did not want to go /all the 
vray for reduction to save the 
south and would take a 50 per 
cent reduction of present 
cotton 
acreage or a one-third of the till- 
able lands. He declared that those 
interest in the reduction pf the 
acreage "must not let differences 
get us in a turmoil and let our 
opponents defeat all the plans." 
He said the shippers, compresses, 
exporters,- ginners and others were 
opposed to cotton acreage reduc- 
tion. Allison declared "every Long 
advocate will stand hitched" on 
any program adopted for reduc- 
tion, 
» 
Large Crowd Present 


The court room was filled and 
a number were forced to sit in 
the windows and stand In the 
aisles.

cause a long bread line next year. 
"They cannot enforce the Long 
plan if it was enacted as public 
sentiment is against it but the 
other (reduction) would be easily 
enforced as 90 per cent of the 
people are for it," he 
declared.

A. N. Justiss, Corslcana, repre-

people wanted.

He said 
he believed such a bill would be 
constitutional. 
Donnell said if the people had

A. A. Allison, ardent supporter 


of the Long plan, said that as 
an advocate of the ,Long plan, if

save the south. He said he would 
take a 50 per cent reduction or 
one-third of the tillable land. He 
said farmers must not let differ- 
ences get them in turmoils as 
the opponents would defeat the 
plans.

three fundamentals 
of the 


federal 
farm 
board 
were: 
(1) 
Quality and standardization; (2) 
Economic transportation, ellmmat- 
ing the middleman and bringing 
the profits back to the producer; 
and (3) Better merchandising. He 
rapped those declaring in propa- 
ganda against the government get- 
ting into business, and then re- 
ferred to the postal system, fed- 
eral reserve banking law to sta- 
bilize the banks; payment of the 
railroads for damages during the 
war and guaranteeing them five 
per cent returns on their proper- 
ties, and merchant marine. The 
opponents of aiding the agricul- 
tural interest did not say any- 
thing about the government mak- 
ing straight donations to private 
business, but now they are howl- 
ing when the 
government pro- 


poses to loan money to help sta- 
bilize agriculture.

FARM BOARD QUITS BUYING 


COTTON AS REMEDY AGAINST 


OVER-PRODUCTION STAPLE 


WASHINGTON, 
Sept. 
1.—(ff)— 


The farm1 board has abandoned 
the buying of cotton for price 
stabilization purposes because 
it 


has found after two years that 
the practice was not the remedy 
for the over-production situation. 
The announcement 
was made 
late yesterday by Acting Chair- 
man Carl Williams, 
the 
board 


member for cotton. 
He said the 
agency was not considering "the 
purchase of cotton 
under 
any 
circumstances" because such prac- 
tice was futile in view, of con- 
tinued 
excessive 
outputs. 
The 


same idea, he said, applied to 
wheat, the price of which is de- 
pressed by Increased production. 


With the announcement of cot- 


ton, the board rejected the scores 
of suggestions by southern 
sen- 
ators and growers that it continue 
the purchase of the staple to 
maintain prices. 
It was made 


after a conference between Wil- 
liams and members of the cotton 
advisory committee at which relief 
plans were 
discussed, including 
that to reduce cotton acreage. 
Asserting that for two years 
the 
board 
had "cushioned the 


American farmer, particularly the 
raisers 
of 
cotton 
and 
wheat 


against price declines that have 
affected 
other commodities and 


industries," 
Williams 
said, "the 
board has discovered" that of the 
commodities for price bolstering 
purposes 'is not the remedy for 
the situation." 


In Texas who are opposing con- 
gress, the .president, farm board, 
and others who are trying to help 
the farmer and characterized them 
as "jumping jacks." He said live 
stock, cotton, wool, mohair, water- 
melons, and other Texas products 
could be in the cooperative as- 
sociations. He stated the Texas 
Cotton Cooperative association was 
farmer owned and controlled. 
H. C. Corbett, Dallas, executive 
secretary of the State Farm Bu- 
reau Federation, said the parent 
organization 
aided 
the associa- 
tions all it could. He said that 
there was a severe problem 
surpluses, and the surpluses were 
on hand because no thought was 
given at the 
time of planting 


whether the products could be dls- 
pc-ed of at a profit. He said there 
was a need for organizations in 
the rural sections. He character-

tions were given to General Wol- 
tcrs by telephone from Austin af- 
ter the proration order was made 
public. 
Oil operators were puzzled as to 


what the next move in the Kast 
Texas area would be, but

were quite generally convinced !t 
would be up to Governor Sterling. 
With the oil zone under martial 
law rule he can set aside any or- 
der issued by the commission, oil 
men who have Studied the ques- 
tion, believe. 


The order as finally drawn was 
signed fay all three commissioners.

Parish, president of the Humble 
Oil and Refining company said 
today his impression of the state 
railroad commission's new oil pro- 
ration order for East Texas was 
that it provided for production of 
too much oil and "puts a premium 
on unnecessary development." 


'We are approaching the winter 


season, 
when 
consumption 
of 


American oil will fall off 300,000 
to 400,000 barrel a day as com- 
pared to the summer season," said 
Farish. 
"The findings of the commis- 
sion apparently are to tho effect 
that the per well production be- 
tween 200,000 and 300,000 barrels 
a day does not mean waste. 


'If the commission adheres to 


this decision, It would mean a 
larger 
quantity »of 
East 
Texas 
than can be readily absorbed. The 
order apparently perpetuates the 
inequities now 
existing due to 
some areas 
being 
drilled more 


densely than other areas. 


"The order apparently limits fu- 


ture development to one well to 
10 acres. 
This, In 
my opinion, 


should have been one well to 20 
acres. The order apparently puts 
a premium on unnecessary devel- 
opment and benefits those con- 
cerns or Individuals that can fi- 
nance their 
development on a 


long term basis, rather than quick 
turnover. There apparently is no 
limit to the number of wells or 
the amount of oil the field might 
produce under the order. 


"In order to avoid the perpet- 
uation of the inequities existing 
on account of high development 
on certain leases, producers who 
are able to do so will promptly 
drill up their acreage. 


"This will lead to the drilling 


of many thousands of wells and to 
the withdrawal of excessive quan- 
tities of oil from 
the reservoir 


and In the dissipation of the gas 
energy of the pool, lowering of 
the reservoir 
pressure arM the

water, 
which will materially cut down | 
the ultimate recovery of oil from 
the pool, which is actual physical 
waste of the worst typo. 


"The Humble company will nat- 
urally, as it has in the past, ob- 
serve the commission's order in 
every way possible, and we will 
endeavor to adjust our business 
to live under It whether or not 
we approve of it."

Then, to every eight ounces 
of juice, add one ounce of castilc 
soap, shaved fine, (unless you can 
buy it powdered).

emulsion. 
Use this as often as 
you want on the face. Let it dry 
into the skin, or if It sems sticky.

AND COSTLY LEMON 


PENNSYLVANIA" GOVERNOR 
OUTSPOKEN IN ADRESS TO 


MISSOURI FRAMERS 


SEDALIA, Mo., Sept. 1. 


*)—Assailing the federal 


farm: board as "that huge 
and costly 
lemon," Gov. 


Gifford Pinchot of Pennsyl- 
vania said in an address 
here today that the "wel- 
fare of America depends 
iipon justice . to 
the 
American 
farmer—justice as the farmer him- 
self understands justice—and not 
some alleged panacea devised by 
fnen who neither- know his prob- 
lems nor comprehend his point 
of view."' 
; Addressing the annual conven- 
tion of the Missouri Farmers' As- 
sociation, Gov. Pinchot urged the 
farm Industry "be placed on a 
basis of economic equality with 
other industries.1' He 
said 
Ihe 
farmer, "for' years the orphan of 
American politics, should be tak- 
en into the family and have a 
.voice as to what type of relief 
should be attempted.'' 
'! The present tariff, he charged, 
is detrimental to the farmer; said 
he believes in the equalization fee, 
and thinks the 
debenture 
plan 
"unquestionably has its merits.' 
| The Pennsylvania governor, dis- 
cussed as a possible candidate for 
the republican presidential nomi- 
nation next 
year, criticized the 
railroads for seeking to increase 
freight rates at a time when the 
farmer "already' is overburdened." 
The cost of distribution of farm 
products, he said, is twice as high 
now aa it was before the world 
•war. 
"There 
are too many 
middle 
profits between producer and con- 
sumer,' ' he said. 
"The middle- 
man regularly pays the farmer too 
little and charges the consumer 
too much. And he does it on the 
wartime basis, when wheat was 
aelH?ng five times and more per 
bushel tnan it sas been sold this 
year. 
"Better methods of distribution 
eould give the farmer a larger 
Share of the consumer's dollar 
Without costing the consumer a 
single additional cent. 
What we 
need, and need tremendously in 


x that connection, is to take up the 
slack. Part of the cost of distri- 
bution is for freight. 
And this is 
the time chosen by the ijallroads 
for piling heavier freight rates 
than ever on the farmer's shoul- 
ders. In my opinion this is a 
time for reducing and not in- 
creasing the freight burden of the 
unburdened farmer. 
Needs Credit. 
"Tears ago when the farmer 
asked for economic justice he was 
given more credit. He needs cred- 
it now to help him carry this 
year's crop. But in general what 
the farmer needs today is not 
more credit to go more into debt, 
but better prices -the better to get 
Him out of debt.'' 
Gov. Pinchot urged the farmer 
and city laborers to hang togeth- 
er, but added he was not "talking 
about political control, and I do 
not refer to a third party." 
Tht problem of farm relief, he 
said, has been dealt with in con- 
gress not as the farmer wanted it 
handled, but as "the city men de- 
cided it must be handled. » • • • 
The farmers asked for the equali- 
zation fee. They asked for the 
flebenture plan. 
Instead 
they 
were given the huge and costly 
lemon, the farm board, for which 
they did not ask.'' 
Speaking of the proposal to re- 
duce acreage and prevent crop 
surpluses, he said: 
"I am not saying that it should 
not be done. But I point out that 
it Is easier said than done, and 
that it has its disadvantages.'' 
Commenting on the tariff, Gov. 
Pinchot said he was "a protection- 
ist, but the kind of tariff I be- 
lieve in is one whose good effects 
appear not only in the profits of 
capital and in tne wages of la- 
bor, but also in the returns of 
the farmer. • * * The govern- 
ment has forgotten that our coun- 
try cannot prosper unless the far- 
mer not only produces on the 
farm, but sells his crops well, 
and lives well with his family on 
the farm. It is high time to keep 
that central fact in mind.''

Blazing The Columbus Trail, 


Two Men Invaded Asia Minor 


Into The Battlefield Of The Age*, The Land That Is 


Now Turkey, The First Christian Missionaries 


Carried The Good News That Is For All Men

Two young 
aviators 
recently 


landed in Turkey, in a record- 
breaking non-stop 
flight 
from 


America. 
Their arrival was less 


important, but more sensational, 
than that of another expedition to 
the same region, nearly two thou- 
sand years ago, when a little com- 
pany 
of 
Christian missionaries 
headed by Barnabas and Paul, set 
foot on Asia Minor at Jerga, from 
the Cyprus boat. 


What is now Turkey was then 
Asia Minor, part of Rome's do- 
mains. Bsfnre ever there was a 
Rome, this region had been a 
storied 
battleground 
of empire. 
The great names of classical his- 
tory and literature are bound up 
with the soil of Asia Minor; which 
is today, as it always has been, a 
breeding place of destiny. This 
huge peninsula, surrounded by the 
Mediterranean, the Agean and the 
Black Seas, has been forever the 
bridge between Europe and Asia; 
and the scene of the greatest ra- 
cial migrations. 


Thus there was a gor: i-f el'.inic 
and historical and imperial logic 
in the plan of Paul and Barnabas 
to carry Christianity thither. Ever 
since then Asia Minor has been 
as associated with the progress 
and changes of the Christian re- 
ligion—even as it has been in the 
past decade, in ways little under- 
stood by the Christian world. Mo- 
mentous as were the comings of 
Cyrus and Caesar and Tamerlane 
and the Crusaders to Asia Minor, 
:hey 
were of smaller significance 
than the unheralded landing of 
:hese just Christian missionaries. 
Building Bigger Than We Know. 
In this quiet fashion was launch- 
ed the enterprise that has affect- 
id all history, and changed the 
world. 
Little did the two men 
dream that they had begun a 
movement 
which would 
swiftly 
reach to Rome and long afterward 
be carried by Columbus 
to 
a 
world then undiscovered; and sub- 
sequently be borne across the Pa- 
cific to Asia, the continent of the 
Gaspel's beginning. Nobody 
can 
ever foresee the end of a great 
deed of faith and of faithfulness. 


Epochal indeed was this bit of 


pioneering; and the International 
Lesson Committee recognizes it 
as such by the title, "Turning to 
the Gentles."

NEFF IS OPPOSED 


TO COMMISSION'S 


PRORATION PLANS 


AUSTIN, Sept. !.—(£>)—Pat M. 


Neff, member of the Texas rail- 
road 
commission, this afternoon 


indicated his disapproval of the 
East Texas oil field allowable pro- 
posed by the two members of the 
commission. It was proposed that 
each well be permitted to produce 
225 barrels daily. 


Neff stated the projected order 


of the commission merely would 
start a race to see.who could drill 
wells the fastest and would result 
in an orgy of drilling with rigs 
running day and night. 


'When 
the 
commission 
has 


adopted an efficient oil and gas- 
ratio, has provided for greater 
spacing of wells and has taken 
steps to prevent physical waste in 
drilling and operating methods it 
seems to me we have gone far 
enough,'' Neff stated. 
"It is no 
concern of the commission how 
much a well can produce if it pro- 
duces without waste of oil and 
gas or how low the price of 
il 
goes. 
We should be concerned 
solely with prevention of physical 
waste.'' 


The East Texas field was plac- 
ed under martial law August 17 by 
Governor 
Sterling. 
Immediately 
prior to the martial law proclama- 
tion, production in the field was 
estimated at between 750,000 and 
1,400,000 barrels daily with oil be- 
ing quoted at as low as five cents 
a barrel. 
Since the shutdown the price of 
East Texas oil in 
storage 
has 
been quoted from 50 to 70 cents 
per barrel.

many Christians to believe in a 
world-wide Evangel. They cannot 
quite think, that the Chinese, the 
Africans and the Indians mean 
the same to God as the Americans 
and British. 
Recently I looked 
in upon some meetings of. the 
World's Y. M. C. A.' convention; 
and perceived that, even after sev- 
eral sessions, the English-speaking 
delegates found the translation of 
the addresses into other languages 
rather "funny." It is hard to dis- 
lodge the idea that God is an ex- 
clusively English-speaking God. Yet 
there are signs on the horizon 
that the real religious leadership 
of the world today is not on the 
North American .Continent, nor in 
the British Isles, but in. Paul's 
homeland of Asia. 


We have a world bank and a 
world League of Nations, and doz- 
ens of world-wide commercial and 
scientific 
organizations; 
but 
we 
have grasped Paul's teaching of a 
world Gospel, to which all men 
are entitled; and which produces 
the same fruits -wherever accept- 
ed. 
If this is not a missionary 
Lesson it is nothing. 
A Man Who Mlsse< His Chance. 
At the very outset of this Lesson 


we have a personal -incident which 
a modern journalist would have 
"played up" more fully than does 
Historian Luke. 
Dissinsion arose 
in the first missionary expedition. 
The young man, John Mark, quit 
the party cold. He had won the 
privilege of going as attendant up- 
on the older men; and how proud 
his pioui 
mother, Mary, must 
have been back in her Jerusalem 
home. 
We do not clearly know the rea- 
son for this defection. Apparent- 
ly, the young man's nerve failed 
him. 
Adventurous youth flunked 
when fearless maturity pushed on. 
Perhaps Mark got homesick. It 
may be that his dignity was af- 
fected" by the nature of his tasks. 
Possibly he found Paul's ways too 
exacting. "No man is a hero to 
his valet"—because , his valet is 
not a hero. Nnearness does not al- 
ways lead to appreciation; about 
all that one ever hears in Wash- 
ington concerning the statesmen 
there 
is trivial 
and derogatory 
gossip. Sometimes we are too near 
the instrument to catch the mean- 
ing of the music. A few evenings 
ago I stood beneath the tower of 
Toronto 
university 
when 
t h e 
chimes began to play. The noise 
was harsh and jangling, and I 
could not 
distinguish the 
tune. 
But when I had walked half a 
mile away, the strains of the nation- 
al anthem were melodious and 
beautiful. There is such a thing 
as being so close to a great man 
that his real greatness is not ap- 
5arent; and that may have been 
ohn Mark's case. 
Serious 
consequences 
followed 
the 
young 
man's 
desertion. It 


caused 
a 
misunderstanding be- 
tween Paul and Barnabas, Mark's 
uncle, that later lead to their sep- 
aration; and the disappearance of 
great Barnabas from the record. 
True, John Mark himself repent- 
ed, and later made for himself a 
place 
as Paul's 
companion and 


friend. But there was no retriev- 
ing that first,blunder, of timidity, 
querulousness, or whatever else it 
may have been. 
v 


» 
Where Americans Dig, 
Up on the 
great Asia Minor 
plateau, over Roman roads to Ro- 
man provincial capitals, the mis- 
sionaries

abundant; and Walt for only schol- 
ars to follow the trail blazed by 
Sir William Ramsay. 
A Modern Sermon. 


Like good Jews, Paul and Bar- 
nabas, went to {he local synagogue 
on the Sabbath. 
Courteously, the 
strangers were invited to speak, 
if they had aught to say. Where- 
upon Paul stood up and preached 
a great expository sermon, sum- 
marizing the Old Testament Story 
and carrying it down ,to its ful- 
fillment in Jesus Christ. 


It was a meaty discourse. Many 


modern sermons are too thin, con- 
sisting only of moral platitudes 
and pious phrsies and jejune an- 
ecdotes. 
Possessors and profes- 
sors of the Book fail to preach it 
enough. Scriptural texts are tak- 
en merely as points of departure. 
All the while hungry shre'ep look 
UP, waiting to be fed. And some 
ministers wonder why their at- 
tenuated editorils do not attract 
the people or build up saints or 
convert sinners! 
When an honest, devout man— 
and the great majority of minis- 
ters of the Gospel are such—pre- 
sents a carefully-prepared sermon, 
full of Bible facts and Bible teach- 
ing, 
all Itading up to Christ and 
Him crucified, he is certain to 
get. 
results; as did Paul at Anti- 


och. Moody and the Preacher. 
This man Paul was a Christ-en- 
grossed preacher, a He was resolv- 
ed to preach nothing but Christ 
and Him crucified; yet within the 
scope of that theme he found room 
for profound philosophy, and for 
all the range, of Scripture and o? 
human living. 
Recently I have 
seen reprinted this quotation from 
Dwight L. Moody, the layman-evan- 
gelist whose preaching 
affected 
two continents. 
"I was in 'a c(ty in Europe, and 
a young minister came to me and 
said, 
'Moody, what 
makes 
the 


difference between your success in 
preaching and-mine? Either you 
are right and I am wrong, or I 
am right and you are wrong." 


"Said he, "You make a good deal 
difference is for you have heard 
me and I have never heard you 
preach. 
What is the ^difference? 
"Said he, 'You make a good deal 


out of the death of Christ, and I 
dont' make anything out of it. I 
preach the life.' 
''Said I, 'What do you do with 
this: "He hath borne our sins in 
His own body on the tree?"' 
"Said I, 'What do you do with 
this: "He was wounded for our 
transgressions; He was bruised for 
our iniquities, and with His stripes 
we are healed?"' 
"Said he, 'I never preached that.' 
"'Well,' said I again, 'what do 


you do with this, "Without the 
shedding of blood there is no re- 
mission of sin?"' 
"Said he, 'I never preached that.' 
"I asked him, 'what do you 
preach?1 


" 'Well,' he says, 'I preach a 


moral essay.' 
"Said I, 'My friend, if you take 
the blood oat of the Bible, it is all 
a myth to me.'

WASHINGTON, 
Sept. 3.— 
American 'engineers have worked 
out plans for the development of 
the St. Lawrence waterway which 
call for two dams in the interna- 
tional section.

Canadians holding out for two And 
the Americans maintaining that 
only one would be necessary. 


The .'mpending return to Wash- 
ington of Major W. D. Herridge, 
brother-in-law of Premier Bennett 
of Canada, and recently appoint- 
ed minister to the United States, 
has revived hopes among Wash- 
ington's highest officials for quick 
and definite action on the part of 
the Ottawa government. Herridge 
is expected to arrive in the capi- 
tal next week. 


The last formal exchange be- 
tween, the two governments on 
the subject was on Sept. 2 last 
year. 
The American government 
is a note to Canada* asked if the 
Bennett government was prepared 
to proceed and make the project 
a -reality. Only a bare formal ac- 
knowledgement of that note was 
received from Ottawa. 


Meanwhile, Hanford P. McNld- 
er, American minister to Canada, 
has had many informal talks with 
the prime minister with the view 
to carrying out President Hoov- 
er's desire that the project 
be 
expedited. 


These conversations were inter- 
rupted when the premier himself 
came to Washington and personal- 
ly 
discussed 
the 
subject 
with 
President Hoover. 


The financing of the project is 
the 
most 
important 
remaining 
subject 
for 
diplomatic negotia- 
tion. The two governments are in 
practical areement that power de- 
rived from the dams necessary to 
magke 
the 
river 
navigable 
throughout should pay the costs 
of the works. 
It is understood 
in Washington, 
however, 
that 
Canada has not found a market 
for her share of the huge power 
resources, and is reluctant to al- 
low American interests to absorb 
all of it.
